PARIS, Sunday. 
From information given me to-night, it 


may be concluded that the discussion of |. 


the French war debt to England has been 
advanced definitely as a result of Mr. 
Churchill's visit to Paris. 

M. Clementel, the Finance Minister, 
has drawn up and submitted to Mr. 
Churchill a memorandum setting forth the 
views of the French Government in regard 
to the repayment of the debt, and this 
communication has been sent to London. 
It contains no definite propdésals, but is 
rather in the nature of an inguiry, how, 
if certain ideas were presented, they would 
be received by the British Government. 

M. Loucheur has lately favoured the 
suggestion that France and other debtor 
Allies should devote part of their per- 
centage of reparations, payable under the 
Dawes scheme, to the gradual liquidation 
of their war debts, and since the opening 
of the Financial Conference he has de- 
veloped his ideas on the subject both to 
M. Herriot and M. Clementel. 

The scheme. which is more or less that 
proposed by Mr. Keynes in his recent 
article, has in fact had the serious atten- 
tion of the French Government. I believe 
it figures in the Clementel Memorandum, 
but in any cas it is li*ely to become a 
basis. for discussion . between the two 
Governments. 

What is certain is that the Herrivt Ad 
ministration now seriously to 
tackle the vexed problem of the debt. 
Churchill himself counts on the conversa- 
tions begun here being continued during 
the spring, and this itself means an ad- 
vance, 

Within the limits of its programme the 
Conference on inter-Allied finance promises 
to be something more than a conventional 
success. 

MR. OHUROHILL'S -DAY OFF. 

Mr. Churchill was this morning so con- 
fident that the ground had been cleared 
of all disagreements of principle, that he 
left the rest to the experts and took a 
day off. He visited the President of the 
Republic, M. Doumergue ; went to see the 
All-Blacks play the French Fifteen at 
Colombes; and talked with M. Clemen- 
ceau, for whom he has a great admiration, 
on the long distance telephone. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer was in 
high spirits last night after a long confer- 
ence of the “ Big Six” at the Ministry of 
Finance. 

During the forenoon the British, French, 
Belgian and Italian delegates had been 
able to reach substantial accord, but to 
make matters effective it needed the con- 
currence of the United States representa- 
tives. 

They attended in the afternoon, and 
with such: good result that Mr. Churchill 
was able to tell journalists in the evening 
that the heads of agreement had already 
been handed to the experts, who will give 
them precise form and present them in a 
report to the delegation to-morrow after- 
noon. 

GENERAL AGREEMENT. . 

There are. many minor matters to be 
straightened, but no changes are expected 
to fc the structure erected during the 
pagt five days. 

Mr. Churchill anticipates that the 
plenary session, which has been put off till 
Tuesday, will reveal general agreement on 
all the main questions discussed.

Thus another knot has 
been untied in the tangle of problems 
which is still bein unravelied by 
the Bas = oe States and Ger- 
many. r rrespondent ys a special 
tribute to the spirit of cáit shown 
by the French, and Mr. Churchill deserves 
credit for having skilfully contributed his 
share in reaching a definite agreement. The 
only seriou; point that remains to be solved 
in this connection is the plea put forward by 
the minor Allied States for a greater share 
in the Dawes annuities than was allotted to 
them under the Spa ‘scheme of percentages, 

It was hoped that yet another knot might 
have been untied last Saturday when the 
special commercial clauses in regard to 
Alsace-Lorraine lapsed. This hope has been 
di inted, for the modus vivendi, proposed 
by the French.. has been rejected by the 
German representative after a visit to Berlin. 
The existing German tariff thus comes auto- 
matically into force, and the manufactures 
from j Banas sd i are practically eut off 
from their natural outlet. This is as 
regrettable for the French producers as for 
the neighbouing consumers of Germany. 
Simultaneously, the special arrangements for 
the Saar district made by the Treaty come 
to an end, and here again economic confusion 
Will be the result until an agreement is made. 

Both these are essentially cases which 
should be settled on their own merits. There 
is more than a suspicion that the German 
attitude, which at first appeared to be con- 
ciliatery, has hardened as a result of. the 
Allied decision to continue the occupation of 
the Cologne area for a further period. This 
matter is directly connected by the very words 
of Article 429 of the Versailles Treaty with 
the carrying out of the terms of the Treaty 
by Germany. The Allies have definite and 
demonstrable evidence that Germany has not

MR. BLYTHE REPLIES 
TO CRITICS. 


From Ove Specrat Conresronpert. 


KILKENNY, Sunday. 

Having virtually shut the door against 
members ‘of the National Group and some 
of their supporters, the Cumann na 
nGaedheal Convention for Carlow- 
Kilkenny, after about three hours’ de- 
liberation, have to-day selected Mr. 
Thomas Bolger, of Carlow, as Ministerial 
candidate in the forthcoming by-election 
for this constituency. 
Mr, Sean Gibbons, a member of the 
National Group, addressed a letter to the 
Chairman of the Convention, reminding 
him that common courtesy was one of the 
virtues that all Irishmen were reputed to 
possess. Then he left the Town Hall, and, 
with Mr. Sean Milroy and Mr. C. M. 
Byrne, T.D., spoke to a meeting of his own 
supporters, which adopted the following 
resolution :— 

“That this meeting of delegates, who 
were refused admission to or left the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Convention, urges 
Mr. Sean Gibbons to reconsider his decision 
to leaye public life, and appeals to him to 
allow himself to be nominated as an Irish 
Ireland farmer and business candidate at 
the coming by-election in this con- 
stituency ; further, that this meeting be 
convened again for Ist February to hear 
his final decision; and, lastly, that dele- 
gates from this meeting be appointed to 
attend the Convention to be held by the 
National Group at Dublin this month.” 

Since the resolution given above describes 
the meeting as one of delegates who had: been 
refused admiésion to the Cumann na 
nGaedhea! Convention, it is as well to state 
what happened at the Town Hall. Upwards 
of a score of persons came to the Flall as the 
result of a circular sent out under the signa- 
tures of well-known local supporters of the 
McGrath Party. The circular stated that it 
was the intention of Mr. Gibbons to render a 
full account of his stewardship- during the 
time he was representing this constituency in 
the Dail. “As Messrs. Sean Milroy and 
Joseph McGrath are also coming,” the circular 
added, “there will, doubtless, be a frank 
discussion on the national position.” 

Reponding to the invitation, a large number 

Gibbons'’s supporters came to the 
Hall this morning without asking 
questions, and also without tickets. 

The Convention had been summoned or 
constituted on much the same lines as the pre- 
vious Convention here. Tickets were sent to 
— parish, and for these tickets the keepers 
of the door to-day asked Mr. Gibbons, his 
supporters, and every other person who sought 
admission. Mr. Gibbons. it seems, did not 
produce a card, and he was refused admission, 
as were all of his supporters who had no 
delegate cards. The door stewards were 
polite, but firm. After some consultations 
among themselves Mr. Gibbons and his sup- 
porters withdrew. 

DIFFERENT VIEWS. 

Meanwhile, things were proceeding satis- 
factorily in the Town Hall. General Mulcahy 
presided at the convention, which was at- 
tended by over 120 delegates. At an early 
stage it was found that the meeting was hot 
all of the one mind. Seven or eight of the 
delegates favoured the selection of Mr. Sean 
Gibbons. General Mulcahy refused to accept 
this Reopen, and the delegates referred to 
then left the meeting to rejoin Mr. Gibbons 
and others outside. 

The meeting was a quiet enough affair. 
Many of the Zalegatas, however, seemed still 
to be of the opinion that the efforts to secure 
a reconciliation with the National Group 
should not be discouraged. Eventually two 
names were put to the meeting—those of Mr. 
Michael Bolger, of Carlow, and Mr. James 
Walsh, of Templeorum, Co. Kilkenny. By 
67 votes to 50 Mr. Bolger was selected. 

The Press was admitted in time to hear Mr. 
Blythe’s views. 

At the Courthouse Mr. Sean Gibbons was 
telling his gs “ms why he had resigned. 
He said that the people who had “ rigged” 
the Cumann na nGaedheal convention at the 
Town Hall were responsible for a bad day's 
work for Ireland. Some of the most prominent 
Treaty workers of the last election, he said, 

not received admission cards. He also 
told the meeting that the National Group 
had never sympathised with mutiny; that 
the country could never have stability 
anti-Irish elements were 
pandered to and petted; that the wisdom 
of Griffith had no place in the present 
Administration, and that those who imagined 
that they could ignore Irish Ireland ideals 
and govern were working for strife and dis- 
union. 

Before sitting down} Mr. Gibbons criticised 
the Government for not having dealt with 

profiteering,’’ and he asserted also that a 
drastic reduction in the expenditure on the 
Army could be secured by its reconstruction 
on a territorial volunteer basia. 

Mr. C. M. Byrne, T.D., spoke of the efforts 
made by himself and Mr. O’Maille to effect a 
reconciliation with the National Group. They 
were not, however, going to allow any man 
to dictate to them, or to steam-roll the people 
of Ireland. They would, in fact, do their 
best to overthrow the people in Dublin who 
wanted to do that. 

Mr. Milroy, ‘in a characteristic speech, told 
the meeting of the many defects from which 
the present Administration suffered. Now 
that they felt that they were losing the con- 
fidence of the people, the members of the 
Executive Council, he said, were engaged in 
a gambler’s throw in politics; in their efforte 
to retain office they were stopping at nothing. 

The meeting then adopted the resolution 
given above. 

A Farmers’ convention for Carlow was heid 
here yesterday to consider the advisability of 
putting forward a candidate. The conference 
was attended by Mr D. J. Gorey, T.D., and 
Mr. M. F. O'Hanlon, General Secretary of 
the Farmers’ Union. Press representatives 
were excluded from the meeting, but it is 
learned that it broke up after a Gaoithe dis-

THE NATIONAL GROUP. 


From all the evidence at our disposal we 
are, 1 think, entitled to assume that it was 
not any deep-seated seuse of their own un- 
worthiness which caused the people who style 
themselves the Natioval Group to resign from 
Dail Eireann, and we are forced back on the 
conclusion that in resigning and thus neces- 
sitating these bye-elections they wi hed ‘to 
challenge the Government, the part; which 
supports the Government, and the political 
organisation behind that party on grave 
issues of outstanding public importance. No 
other grounds could possibly explain or excuse 
the course which they have followed. On 
no other grounds could they be acquitted of 
irresponsibility bordering on imbecility. Re- 
member that there was no necessity for these 
deputies to resign their seat and to pre- 
cipitate these bye-elections simply because 
they found themselves at loggerheads with 
the Executive Council. The Executive Council 
has, Í am glad to say, many critics in the 
Dail, and it will be a bad day for the coun- 
try whea it has not. Mr. Milroy and his 
frierfds must have felt that the issues which 
were troubling them were such that the 
could not be satisfactorily settled by the Dail. 
They needed a wider stage, a bigger plat- 
form. A direct mandate from the people was 
necessary. The final court of appeal must 
decide between them and the Government. 

We are accepting that challenge in every 
constituency in which it has been thrown 
down, but we ask the public, who may feel 
somewhat impatient at these bye-elections, 
to remember from whom the challenge 
emanated, It was not the Executive Council 
or the Cumann na nGaedheal organisation 
which trailed its coat to Mr. Milroy and his 
friends. Quite the contrary. It was Mr. 
Milroy and his friends who seceded from the 
Government , and apparently holding the 
view that the Dail was in Compotoad to decide 
the issues, have come out to the electorate. 
W> are out with our candidates and our 
election machinery to answer a summons. 
We will answer ‘to the. people of Cavan, 
Dublin, Kilkenny and Carlow, Sligo and 
leitrim, Roscommon and Mayo for our 
stewardship of the last two years, and we 
will ask for a renewal of their confidence. 
It is equally open to the members of the 
National Group to seek from the electorate 
whatever rvandate they intended to seek at 
the time when they resigned, and to lay 
whatever charges against the Government 
they consider worth the laying. 


NATIONAL GROUP AND THE

The mandate should be asked for in plain 
language, and the charge. should be laid 
in plain language.

Executive Council has no broad national 
policy calculated to attract and inspire le 
who think and feel as deeply as Mr. ilroy. 
‘(g) That. the Government is hopelessly 

ivided, but is maintaining an outward show 


. of unity for the sake of retaining office. 


(h) That the members of the Government 
spend all their time admiring one another. 
(Laughter. ) 


GRAVE ISSUES. 


These are grave issues, all of which we 
must be prepared to discuss in detail in the 
course of this campaign. We must be pre- 
pared to tell the people all that has been 
done, and all that it is proposed to do in 
the future. We hope that Mr. Milroy and 
any of his associates who may decide to 
stand will be equaliy explicit.

power, through its officers, to prosecute. As 
a rule, this is not necessary, as a threat of 
exposure is sufficient to bring delinquents to 

their senses.

Mr. Ernest Blythe, Irish Free State 
Minister of Financ at the dinner of the 
Chartered Accountant Students’ Society 
in the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, last 
Saturday night; replied to Mr. John 
Dillon’s recent criticisms of the Govern- 
ment’s financial policy. | 

“I want to say, observed Mr. Blythe, 
“that this Government has fulfilled all 
its obligations, and that it is paying all 
that it is due to pay. It is in no way 
holding back money; it has met its 
obligations. . . . It is very serious to 
suggest that the Government of this 
country is faking its accounts with a view 
to misleading the publi.. There ig 
absolutely no truth in it.” 

Proposing the toast of His Excellency the 
Governor-General and the prosperity of the 
Free State, Mr. David Telford, President of 
the Society, said that the mere expression of 
pious sympathy would not bring prosperity 
to the nation, and a revolutionary distribu- 
tion of the wealth of the country would not 
bring prosperity. Some people called that 
a capital levy, others called it the abolition 
of capital, and a gentleman who thought that 
he was a very eminent politician lately stated 
that if he were put into power the Govern- 
ment oan So control of private property. 

at was not the way to bring perity. 
The only way was the old onai-da can. 
ponent. parts of the nation should confine 
themselves to work, and hard work, in the 
promotion of industry. 
they would be better off if they were more 
self-reliant. (Applause.) He come to 
the conclusion that politics and commerce did 
not mix, and it was a historical fact that when 
politics stagnated commence flourished. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

The Government, he continued, could do a 

t deal for commerce; they could encourage 
it, and in that connection he desired to bear 
testimony to the fact that the nt Go- 
vernment were doing a great deal, and their 
efforts were well directed, but these efforts 
should be confined to those who helped them- 
selves. (Hear, hear.) There was_one ques- 
tion that was closely identified with the 
prosperity of the countr 
to mention—taxation. e was sure that 
their distinguished guest (the Minister for 
Finance) did his best; but he could not get 
away from the fact that they were far too 
heavily taxed. (Applause.) No nation 
could live on borrowing, and sound finance 
was required to balance their Budget. If 
that was so, the only way was to cut down 
taxation, which would result in the revival 
of industry and economy in administration. 
It was quite true that they were a very young 
State; yet he was confident enough to believe 
and hope that they would soon get into 
their stride. (Applause.) 

QUESTION OF TAXATION. 

The Minister for Finance (Mr. Blythe), 
replying to the toast, assumed that he 
and those associated with him were not the 
ma mhó; obstacles to the prosperity of Ire- 
and. (Laughter.) They might not have 
done all that they should have done, but he 
thought that they might be given credit for 
not having any burning desire to injure the 
country or lessen its prosperity. ey had 

only a comparatively short time to do 
the real work of government. ‘They had 
not been more than a year in the position 
of attending to the work that a Government 
should attend to; for up to a little more 
than a year ago they had been fighting 
with “‘ a sort of their backs to the wall.” 

He realised the need, as well as anybody 
there, for a reduction in taxation; but he 
claimed that they had done what they could 
to bring that about. They were continuing to 
do what they could, and they could not do 
all that was required to be done in a year or 
two. (Hear, hear.) The process of depre- 
ciation of expenditure must be very gradual, 
especially here, owing to certain restrictions 
imposed on the Government under the Treaty, 
which was the foundation of this 
State.

audience understood the value of credit, and 
that nothing would injure a business man 
more than to take away his credit; it was 
like taking away a clergyman’s moral 
character. ie was the same with the State. 
The credit of the country must not be taken 
away, and, while it was necessary that 
ordinary administrative expenditure should be 


kept down, there were capital works that 


would have to be done by the State; and it 
was necessary that the State should have 
credit in order to do any of these things in sn 
economic way. 

FREE STATE ACCOUNTS. 

“It is always as well,” said Mr. Blythe, 
“to get after a lie quickly, so that it might 
not get too far ahead. I do not want to bring 
in any political issue here, and I am only 
just dealing with facts. A gentleman, on the 
previous night, made reflections on the pre- 
sentation of the public accounts in this coun- 
try, and intimated that they were age cos 
in a form likely to be misleading. - Dillon 
said, for instance, that we showed, on the 
revenue side, a collection of certain land an- 
nuities, and that there was nothing corte- 
sponding on the expenditure áide. And, 
further, he went on to say that presumably 
we were not paying to the British Govern- 
ment the money which belonged to the British 
Government, and were holding out threats to 
the British Government, so as to induce them 
not to press us to bay our debts.”’ 

I want to say, observed Mr. Blythe, that 
this Government, has fulfilled all its obliga- 
tions, and that it is paying all that it is 
due to pay. It is in no way holding back 
money; it has met its obligations. As a 
matter of fact, in the accounts of the expendi- 
ture side there is provision for gt ae ró 
out of the land annuities which are collected— 
the annuities collected under the Land Acts 
prior to 1891. It is a very serious thing for 
anybody, for whatever reason, to suggest that 
this country is defaulting in any respect, and 
I think that those present can realise the 
seriousness of it. It is very serious to 

est that the Government of this country is 
faking its accounts with a view to mis g 
the public, There is absolutely no truth in 
it—(hear, hear)—and any man in a position 
of responsibility ought to take the trouble 
to look over the accounts published, which are 
on sale, before he makes a statement which 
those accounts show clearly to be without 
foundation. 

Continuing, Mr. Blythe said—Mr. Dillon 
went on further to say that this country, on 
his assumption, would have to oy aes Oe

be mo.3 satisfactorily and efficiently carried 
out b ivate individuals; If the people 
hel emselves, the country would pro- 
gress. should do their share—the 
capitalist as well a; the worker. If the 
e had not that spirit of work, and if 
they did not put their ‘acks into the work, 
then nothing that the Government would do 
would enable the country to go ahead. While 
he had no desire that anybody should leave 
his work for politics, on the other hand, it 
was necessary that os ag should not ignore 
litical questions which affected them; for 
if no section of the country took any interest 
in the Government, the Government would 
not interest itself in them. (Hear, hear.) 
He d;1 not claim that the Government had 
done all that it might have done. He be- 
lieved that it was well that the Government 
should be criticised; but that criticism ought 
to be fair criticism—constructive criticism ; 
f r what was wanted was practical sugges- 
tions. 

Dr. Lombard Murphy (President of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce) also replied. 
Fe said that we, as a new State, were in- 
clined to go on the lines of the British scale, 
which was suitable for a great rich country 
like Great Britain, but not suitable for this 
country. (Hear, hear.) The conditions of 
the two countries were very different. 

CURRENCY QUESTION. 

Referring to the question of currency, he 
said that he ho that the Ministry of 
Financé would never tamper with the 
currency. (Hear, hear.) The moment that 
they cut their currency off from Great Britain 
they would run a great risk of having the 
exchange dropped very rapidly, and, as a 
consequence, they would have to buy in dear 
markets and sell at a lower exchange. Per- 
sonally, he felt confident enough about the 
future of the country, and one of the reasons 
for that was that the Minister for Finance 
was not a hide-bound bureaucrat, and was 
always anxious to receive suggestions and 
consider them. He }new that the high in- 
come tax and the corporation profits tax 
were too high and had been kept on too 
long, and that they wc“ld never have the 
effect of increasing revenue. The Minister 
very fairly asked Chamber of Commerce 
what they suggested abou. the income tax. 
A committee was formed and was considering 
the question, and he hoped that the report, 
which would be ready early this year, would 
result in t . Though his road had 
been hard and beset with many diffi- 
culties, still, the Minister was going in 
the right direction, which he believed 
would lead to the solvency of the State and 
the creation of external credit. (Hear, hear.) 

GTTTING NORMAL. 

Proposing the toast of the Students’ 
Society, Senator J. G. Douglas said that the 
country was steadily getting normal. Though 
he believed in unity he was not ire 
have a split in order to get unity. at was 
a false conception of unity.
